THE FINANCE PROBLEM. 
WILL NOT COMMIT THEMSELVES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb. 14.—The feature of 
the day in the House was the vote upon the 
finance resolution of Eugene Hale, of Maine. 
This resolution was similar in character to that 
introduced earlier in the session by Mr. Hale, 
and wasin substance the resolutiou to which 
Mr. Blaine spoke. It redited the present condi- 
tion of the depreciated currency, set forth the 
character of unredeemable paper currency, and

This resolution received 
86 affirmative and 138 negative votes, two-thirds 
being necessary for its passage. It cannot be 
said absolutely that this was a party vote, but 
with very few exceptions it was.

ocrats voted nay on principle. 

OUR CARTER’S SUHEME. f 

Carter Harrison presented to the House to- 
day his scheme for specie resumption. It con- 
sists of a bill in five sections. Sec. 1 provides 
for the repeal of that portion of the Resump- 
tion Act which fixed Jan. 1, 1879, as the day for 
resumption, and also repeals Sec. 1 of that act. 
Bec. 2 directs the Secretary of the Treasury 
whenever National Bank notes are withdrawn 
from circulation to issue in the place of them an 
amount of legal-tender noves equal to the amount 
of national bank notes withdrawn; provided that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall at no time 
issue legal-tender netes unless at such time 
the aggregate amount of such notes, including 
the unredeemed legal-tender notes and the Na- 
tional Bank notes, shall be less than the aggre- 
gate amount of legal-tender notes which were 
redeemed and the National Bank notes which 
were in circulation Jan. 14, 1875. 

Sec. 3 pro that the National Banks shall

Nasuva, Ia., Feb. 8.—This usually quiet town 
bas been for seyeral weeks past considerably dis- 
turbed by the presence of two miserably wretch- 
ed women—one a prostitite of the lowest order, 
a profane, low brothel-house inmate, and an- 
other less low, simply because hanging in ber 
trail, a little behind her only. These two per- 
sons bad occupied a little house in the town, and 
had, it is said, been daily visited by Mr. Clayson, 
proprietor of the Fountain House. This house, 
as also the house ocanpied by the two women, 
was owned by the rich Charles Greeley. Several 
times had this Clayson—a father of children 
and the husband of a good but sickly 
wife—beén warned he must desist 
from his su villainous visita. The 
warnings proved of no avail, and as last 
Sunday was blending its last moments with 
first of Monday morning's, a buggy without seat 
was hauled by forty or fifty men to the house in 
which the women were. were put in the 
vehicle and hauled by these men to the Fountain 
House, and placed in the best room in the house 
and bade stay there, and they did. The K* 
was then hauled to the depot, and, when the IIli- 
nois Central train came in. the din apd confusion 
was like an Eastern city’s depot scene. The wom- 
en were ordered to leave the city. 

Daylight came, and, with this order carried 
out, quiet would have been restored, but fool- 
ishiy Mr. Clayson acted,—who, by the way, had 
been hunted for during the night, and who was 
supposed afterwards to have n beneath his 
wife's bed. This man boasted of his bravery 
and of the cowardice of the citizens. 
This Was learned of, and immediately 
a crowd gathered at his hotel; they 
entered bis dioing-room, took him from bis table 
to his oftice, stripped him to the waist, and 
emptied a pot of warm tar and half the con- 
tents of w good-sized feather pillow over the 
well-shaven face aod head of the victim. They 
then took him to the porch,—the bu stood iu 
front, at the head of which need wenty or 
moro men.

4 per cent bound ? that is 30, does it not 
answer the question? 

[For this reason: As fast as he sells a 41¢ per 
cent thirtv-year gold-bond be will call in and re- 
deem a 5-20 and in this way the gold mar- 
ket is not disturbed. The bulk of the 5-20 
dis are held in Europe, and it is there, 
chuvagh the influence of the Rothschilds, that 
the Secretary hopes to be able to exchange 4 
per cent long bonds for 5-20 6 per cent short 
ones, If he were to —— to sell those 4 
per cent bonds for the purpose of scooping up 
gold in Germany and England and shipping to 
Washington there tobe boarded until he had 
accumulated $420,000.000, he could sell not one 
of them with any such purpose in view. ‘Their 
price would decline far below par at once. The 
gold cannot then be obtained in that way, and 
the bottom fails out of that plan.—Ep. ] 

You may say, to throw so large an amount up- 
on the market at one time would make it im- 
possible for them to be negotiated. Well, if

And now Lawyer Grrrorp Wurtz, emulous of 
the fame of Lawyer Anna Jacxson, suddenly 
figures as the suspicious possessor of $30,000 
in Government bonds which were stolenfrom 
u gentleman in New York a year ago. Warrr’s 
explanation is refreshingly artless. He claims 
to have bought the bonds for 10 cents on the 
dollar, having nd knowledge of their 
true character, and yet. he had succeeded in 
using them as collateral for aloan of $20,000. 
Commissioner Pratt, of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, is accredited with the expec- 
tation of collecting $10,000,000 more revenue 
than last year, and at a smaller per cent of 
expense. The same officer has furnished some 
information that the Committee on Appro- 
priations will probably act upon—viz.: that 
the Internal Revenue Supervisors have 
proved to be an exceedingly expensive ad- 
junct to the service, ten of them costing 
over $130,000 last year.

Cotzantes, the Spanish Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, has been trying, his hand at 
‘writing circulars, and with fair success for a 
beginner. In a memorandum to Spanish 
representatives, sent as an offset to Secre- 
tary Fisn’s note, and intended for the en- 
lightenment of the nations of Europe, a very 
encouraging picture of affairs in Cuba is pre- 
sented by the wily Minister, showing that 
negroes, mulattoes, Chinese, and deserters 
form the bulk of the insurgent forces, which 
include not more than 800 white Cubans. 
With such a rabble Spain cannot come to any 
terms, says CotLantes, who curiously omits 
to state how it is that these negroes, Chinese, 
deserters, etc., heve all these years contrived 
to hold their ground against the 40,000 white 
Cubans serving with the Royal volunteers, 
and the 28,000 troops sent over from Spain 
during the past year. Upon this point the 
Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs is not 
altogether clear, as he only explains that 
“the duration of the insurrection is in con- 
‘sequence of the difficulties of the country”!

The course of the Common Council 
in dealing with the items of the Appropria- 
tion ordinance will be watched this year as it 
has never been watched before. It is a bad 
year for reckless liberality and needless ex 
penditure. ü 
, CITY TAX W OF INDEBTED- 


The City of Springfield has, like the City of 
Chicago, been considerably embarrassed by 
the non-collection of taxes. In orderto carry 
on the Government the city has been accus- 
tomed, since 1872, to issue to the creditors 
certificates of indebtedness bearing 10 per 
cent interest, and as the taxes were collected 
paying off the same. The number of tax- 
fighters and the amount of uncollected tax 
having increased annually, there was a pro- 
portionate increase in these certificates. At 
last, upon the complaint of a citizen, Judge 
Zang, of the Sangamon Circuit Court, issued 
a temporary injunction prohibiting the cor- 
porate authorties from issuing any such cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, and prohibiting 
theit payment or levying any taxes for their 
payment. injunction has since been 
made permanent. 

The opinion of Judge Zanz has been pub- 
lished and has attracted considerable atten- 
tion. The Court’s decision rests upon the 
assumption that to issue these certificates of 
indebtedness is an increase of the debt of 
the city falling within the prohibitions of the 
Constitution. The existing debt of the city 
having reached its maximum, there is no 
legal authority to increase it ‘‘in any man- 
ner or for any purpose to any amount.” The 
Court concedes that the city may give new 
bonds for old ones, because that would not be 
increasing indebtedness, but merely giving 
new evidence thereof; but he held that to 
borrow money to pay an existing debt is a 
breach of the Constitution, which forbids the 
creation of a debt in any manner or for any 
purpose. He denies also that the city may 
anticipate her. revenue, saying that the 
creation of a debt in the summer, in antici- 
pation of taxes to be collected in the winter, 
is none the less a debt, because it is in antici- 
pation of the collection of such taxes. He 
holds that warrants issued upon the Treasury 
when there is no money in the Treasury are 
evidences of debt. If thecity buys an article 
when she has not the money in the Treasury 
to pay, she creates a debt; if the money is in 
the Treasury and it is paid for, no debt is 
created. The spirit of the Constitution pro- 
vides that the city shall do a cash business; 
shall pay asit ; and, if it does go in debt, 
it must do so in the way prescribed by the 
Constitution and not otherwise. 

This decision has no force in Chicago; it 
does not affect in any way the action of our 
City Government. It is not even final in 
Springfield, but is subject to reversal by the 
Supreme Court. It is sufficient, however, to 
be considered a grave warning. A Circuit 
Judge of great ability and unimpeached in- 
tegrity has felt the necessity of so enjoining 
and restraining the City Government of 
Springfield that it has practically suspended 
operations. It has no revenue, no immediate 
means of collecting revenue, and cannot an- 
ticipate the collection of taxes. 

We here in Chicago are deeply interested 
in this matter. The aggregate certificates of 
indebtedness in Springfield have never ex- 
ceeded $50,000 at a time; here the amount 
for the last year or two ranges between 
$4,000,000 and $5,000,000. 

The theory upon which these certificates 
have been emitted has been that they are 
issued in pursuance of appropriations pre- 
viously made, for the payment of which taxes 
have been levied and are due. They are 
practically orders on the Treasury, payable 
out of the taxes specially levied. In no 
case has any such paper been issued save 
where an appropriation had been previous- 
ly made, and a tax levied to meet that 
appropriation. In every case where the tax 
has been collected it has been applied to the 
payment of a corresponding amount of 
scrip. 80 far, this paper has been available 
at a moderate rate of interest, and has been 
disposed of at par without difficulty. But 
the decision at Springfield has brought the 
issue of the legality of these certificates di- 
rectly before the Supreme Court. What that 
Court may decide in the premises is purely a 
matter of conjecture. There has never been 
any serious doubt in this city as to the valid. 
ity of this paper; but the fact that Judge 
Zane has declared it to be a form of public 
indebtedness prohibited by the Constitution, 
and therefore void, should not be overlooked 
in the probabilities of the decision by the 

Court. It showld be accepted as 8

The assets are abundantly sufflgient to pay 
off the indebtedness, if the taxes were col- 
lected. The city made the appropriations 
and the money has been expended, the city 
paying out so much of the tax as was col- 
lected, and giving certificates for the bal- 
ance, taking up the certificates as the taxes 
were collected. The fiscal year of the oa 
of Chicago has heretofore been April 1, b 
the collection of the tax for such fiscal year 
has never been practically begun until Sep- 
tember of the following year, or five months 
after the expiration of the year for which 
the taxes were levied. The city has therefore 
been from a year to eighteen months in ar- 
rear in the collection of taxes. 

The failure to collect the taxes at all bas 
been the main cause of the city falling so far 
behind. It will be seen that the arrearages of 
taxes exceed the current liabilities of the city 
by over two millions of dollars. Of these 
liabilities, $4,600,000 are represented by cer- 
tificates of indebtedness. Should the Su- 
preme Court affirm Judge Zanz’s decision, 
than the city will be brought direct- 
ly to cash payments. No expense 
can be incurred without the money is first in 
tho Treasury. Salaried officers can obtain no 
certificates ; they will have to wait until the 
taxes are collec#ed. The Board of Public 
Works must suspend all operations until they 
have the cash in the Treasury to pay the con- 
tractors. The police must either disband or 
wait until the funds are collected. The Fire 
Department and the schools must either serve 
without pay until the tax is collected or be 
suspended. There can be no escape from 
these consequences. Judge Zane declares 
the issue of certificates of indebtedness either 
for work done or for money borrowed to pay 


previous indebtédness to be unquestionable. 


violations of the Constitution, and, if this de- 
cision be sustained by the Supreme Court, 
then the practice of anticipating the collec- 
tion of taxes must be abandoned. 

In the meantime, the outstanding certif- 
cates will have to wait the slow process of 
collecting the back taxes.. There will be no 
power to renew them or to borrow money on 
new ones. The city will be brought to cash 
payments for the present and future, and 
the past will have to take care of itself. 

The possibility of such a decision should, 
we think, sufficiently warn the City, Govern- 
ment of the necessity of reducing all expendi- 
tures, and of providing for an emergency 


The New York Tribune of a recent date 
enthusiastically urges the forthcoming Re- 
publican State Conventions of Illinois and 
Wisconsin. to propose Secretary Bristow as a 
candidate for the Presidency, and says: 
„Whether he should be ultimately nomi- 
nated or not, a declaration in favor of Mr. 
Bristow would be welcomed everywhere ag 
proof that the Republicans of Illinois and 
Wisconsin have no sympathy with that per- 
sonal and partisan administration of the civil 
service which bears Whisky Rings as its nats 
ural fruit.” If the New York Tribune is 
really a friend of Secretary Bristow, and 
makes this recommendation in good faith, 
it shows more zeal than prudence. The 
National Republican Convention will not 
meet until the middi of June—four full 
months hence. During this long period 
much will be accomplished in making 
and breaking candidates. Congress is still in 
session, There are many things which have 
yet to go upon the record. There are many 
issues which have yet to be made. The 
Democratic majority in the popular branch 
of Congress has yet to show its hands. The 
public don’t know yet upon what grounds the 
battle will be fought. They know whereabouts 
the Republican party stands, but they do 
not know where the Democratic party stands. 
We do not yet know whom or what we have 
to oppose. Upon these general grounds, it 
would be injudicious, if not the height of 
folly, for the Republicans of Illinois or of 
Wisconsin to place themselves on record as in 
favor of Secretary Bristow or any other can- 
didate at this time. 

Again, the Government is now engaged in 
the prosecutions of the Whisky Ring, and 
new developments are taking place almost 
daily. Secretary BristoW has commenced 
well. He is moving with energy and fear- 
lessness in carrying out the President’s in- 
junction to let no guilty man escape. Before 
the Republican Convention meets at Cincin- 
nati these prosecutions will be virtually fin- 
ished and punishments will be awarded. 
We shall know by that time who are guilty 
and who will escape. We shall see the issue 
of the battle between the Government and 
the thieves of the Whisky Rings. Until that 
time it will be too soon to form a reliable or 
conelusive judgment as to the success or fail- 
ure of Secretary Bristow’s prosecutions. 
From this point of view, the suggestion of 
the New York Triduns is not only inju- 
dicious but premature. 

There is another objection to the sugges- 
tion of the New York Tribune which is even 
stronger than the two we have made com- 
bined.’ If Secretary Bristow is to be prom- 
inently brought forward as a candidate for 
the Presidency, it will seriously embarrass 
him in his present crusade against the Whisky 
Rings. His motives will be perverted and 
misconstrued. He will be the target of at- 
tack. The Democratic politicians and press 
will begin to make war upon him and at- 
tempt to break down his present popularity. 
He will have to endure the hostilities of the 
friends of all the other candidates. The 
friends of Morton, Conzxino, Hares, Biatnz, 
and Wasupvrne will regard him with dislike 
and suspicion, and question his motives. 
If the New York Tribune and Cincinnati 
Commercial continue to urge his candidacy 
and make it appear to be probable, they will 
break the force of the whisky prosecution 
and destroy the usefulness of the man. He 
will no longer be free. He will be hampered 
at every turn, and the arm which is now 
using the sword with such grand effect will 
be deprived of its strength and drop nerve- 
less by his side. We cannot have Secretary 
Barstow paralyzed at this juncture of the 
prosecutions. Whafever the Convention may 
do, whatever candidates may be proposed or 
urged for its consideration, whatever policy 
it may carry out, Secretary Bristow’s name 
should be kept in the background for either 
the first or the second place until he has fin 
ished his present work. If that work shall 


prove acceptable, and if the Convention shall 
not be able to agree upon some other candi- 
date, it will then be time enough to seriously 
talk of Secretary Brisrow. For the present 
let him alone, and leave him free to fight out 
his fight with the whisky thieves without 
prematurely provoking a Democratic fire in 
front and a partisan fire in the rear. 


A BLACK HILLS WAR IMMINENT. 

There is no doubt that the ordering of Gen. 
CosrxA to Fort Lincoln is a precautionary 
measure suggested by the apprehensions of 
serious trouble with the Indians in the neigh- 
borhood of the Black Hills. The history of 
the negotiations with the Indian tribes for 
this territory and their reception of the Gov- 
ernment’s overtures warrant the apprehen- 
sions that are felt. A Commission wag ap 
pointed and went in person to make the In- 
dians an offer for their rights of reservation 
granted by the Government. The terms pro- 
posed by the Indians for a cession’ of their 
rights were simply preposterous. They de- 
manded something like $600,000,000, whieh 
was at least one hundred times as much as 
their rights are worth, leaving out the fact 
that they were in the first instance a mere 
gratuity from the Government. This demand 
was evidently prompted by the Indian traders 
and rascally agents, with the expectation and 
purpose of swindling the red men out of 
the Government country, Of course there 
was no inducement for the representatives 
of the Government to pursue the negotiations 
any further, and, as the result proved, they 
were glad to escape from the conference with 
their lives. A conspiracy was hatched among 
certain of the tribes to massacre the Govern- 


ment Commission, and it would probably 


have succeeded had it not been for the loyal- 
ty and bravery of one or two Chiefs, 

At this point the Government policy with 
regard to the Black Hills was practically 
changed, though the change was not formally 
announced. There had been before a serious 
effort to protect the Indian reservation from 
the ipvasion of miners.and speculaters. But 
it was remembered that those Indians, claim- 


„ing their rights under the reservation, had en- 


joyed the bounty and actually lived upon the 
support of the Government long beyond the 
time when they had stipulated to become 
self-supporting. The fact also confronted 
the Government that here was territory sup- 
posed to be rich with mineral wealth, and 
certainly possessing luxurious forests and 
fine grazing land, which the Indians 
would neither use for their own advantage 
nor part with for any reasonable sum, though 
they were already abusing the Government 
favor. Under these circumstances end with 
the increased wish of emigrants from all parts 
of the country, it is not surprising that the 
Government shou!d have relaxed its vigilance 
in keeping the whites out of the reservation. 

It is now estimated that there wil! be from 
8,000 to 10,000 white persons in and about 
the Black Hills by next summer. Emigrants 
are flocking there, under the continued ru- 
mors of gold, by two routes. Some go to 
Yankton and from there follow the course of 
the Missouri River to Fort Sully, when they 
make an entrance to the Hills ; others go to 
some point on the Union Pacific Railroad like 
Julesburg or Bushnell, and from there start 
for the Hills on foot. The men who under- 
take these perilous journeys do not go un- 
armed, and they are of acharacter to make 
a most desperate defense of their lives. 
The Indians, there is every reason to 
believe, have determined to resent their pres- 
ence, and are now forming a combination of 
tribes to hem in and massacre the emigrants. 
The Government has evidently decided to 
protect these white people ® the best of its 
ability. Gen. Custer, at Fort Lincoln, will 
be in a position to draw from the various 
forts of the Territory and concentrate the 
available troops at the shortest notice. The 
lccation has been chosen apparently with the 
design of forcing what fighting is to be done 
either to the north or the west of the Black 
Hills, If the Indians were able to confine it 
to the Hills themselves, the warfare might be 
as long, bloody, and discouraging as the 
Modoc war in the lava-beds. In any event, 
however, it is the duty of the Government, 
under all the circumstances, to protect the 
lives of the thousands of its citizens who 
have gone to that country, whatever cost may 
be incident thereto.

OBITUARY. 


THOMAS BARRY. 

A large circle of friends and acquaintances in 
Chicago will be pained to learn of the death of 
the well-knowa manager and actor, TaoMmAs 
Barry, at one time couvected with Wood's 
Museum in this city. He was born in England 
in 1798, and, prior to going on the stage, served 
for a snort time iu the British army. His debut 
on the stago was made at Tichfield, England, m 
1316, as Sir Philip Blandford in Speed the 
Piow.” After appearing in the provinces and 
managing proviccial theatres for nine years, 
went to Loudop and made his debut there in 
1825 as King Henry IF. to Macreapy’s Holspur, 
and in the fall of that year played his farewell 
English engagement. He landed in America 
Dec. 10, 1826, and made his first appearance, six 
days later, at the Park Theatre, New York, in 
The Stranger.” Soon afterwards he was in- 
trusted with the management of this theatre, 
where he remained until 1533, when be 
removed to Boston and took the man- 
agement of the Tremont Temple, which he 
held until 1839. Ho then returned to New York, 
and was for a time manager of the Dover 
Theatre, bus resumed his old position at tbe 
Park in 1641. From 18i8to 1851 he managed 
the National Theatre, aod from 1851 to 1854 the 
Broadway Theatre. In the latter year he was 
calied to Boston to take charge of the present 
Boston Theatre, which was then just completed, 
aod he remained there until 1556. Hie last per- 
formance was in 1370, at Selwyn’s Theatre, Bos- 
ton, as the Duke in Lady Clara,“ soon after 
which be retired from tne stages Duriog the 
past three years he bas been confined to his bed 
with paralysis. He was married in May, 1856, to 
Miss CAA S. Bors, who for some years past 
has been leading lady at the Boston Theatre, 
and is well keown in this city as s 
talented actress and a most elegant 
and accomplished lady.

The cost of trans- 
portation, commissions, aud insurance from 
the mills in England to Chicago can no: be 
less than $12 per tou (it costs that much to 
carry a ton of wheat, 2,240 tbs, from Chicago 
to New York), which would make the Engiish 
steel cost, laid down in Chicago, about 
$60 in gold, or 808 in currency, whereas 
the Chicago steel can be sold, as the Jour- 
nal declares, and which is the fact, for $63 
in currency, and if the orderisa large one 
it can be filled here for 8060 per ton. These 
prices account for the other important fact 
that Chicago, Cleveland, Pittsburg, and Troy 
steel rails can be shipped to Canada and sold 
in competition with British rails where the 
duty is the same on steel from both countries. 
The present excessive duty on steel rails is 
perfectly useless for protection, because it is 
not needed, and for revenue purpose“ it is 
completely prohibitory. 

In the article on the estimates of the sev- 
eral departments of the City Government for 
the nine months of 1876, ending Dee. 31, an 
error occurred in the figures of the Board of 
Education. The appropriations for the year 
1875-6 were $1,012,000, but of this sum 
$200,000 were from other funds, leaving 
$812,000 to be raised by taxation. The esti- 
mate fag the nine months of 1876 are $812,- 
000, les $150,000, leaving $650,000 to be 
raised by taxation. But this is too much this 
year and must be pared down. 

The Washington Chronicle (high tariff advo- 
cate) says:

This, as we hear from the Hon, H. B. Payne, of 
Cleveland, is the cheapest purcbase of steel rail ever 
made, and a good indication of the necessity of rail- 
roads tothe manufacturing interest, as well as show- 
ing the latent capital in tne country, and tne shrewd 
and decisive conservatism of VaNDERBILT. He pro- 

es in these cheap times to buy his metal and get 
bie labor, and belt that greatest and most substantial 
of Western highways to the quadrupled-tracked Cen- 
tral Railroad, so aa to be in position to spend nothing 
when prices go up, but have an ecovomical steel higu- 
way where nochiog is delayed nor switched from one 
track to anotber, but all freight kept moving forward, 
nobody ** waiting on time,” and nothing neeJing to 
be mended. The secret of railroad stabihty is not in 
rates but in economy. aud VANDERHILT is rivaling 
GaRRE?T in thie respect wulle maptaining his eagie 
vision and enterprise, 

There ar@two ateel-rail mills in Chicago and 
one in the subarba—Joliet—which are making 
excellent rails at $63 per tou currency. One of 
those mille has filled large Canada orders of late 
at cheaper prices than the English mills could 
do it, making both a better and cheaper steel 
rail. If the Moznison Revenue-Reform Tarif 
bill shall become a law, it will so cheapen the cost 
of living and the raw materials of manufacture 
that our iron and steel makers will be ale to 
defy all foreign competition, regardless of tariff 
protections. The present duty on steel rails is 
$28 per ton in gold, which is wholiy absurd. Not 
a ton of English steel could be sold in this coun- 
try if the duty were reduced to $5 per on. Not 
a dollar of revenue can be derived from importa- 
tion of steel raile under a duty one-quarter as 
high as the present tariff, which is completely 
prohibitory. a 


„Our Carter” is determined not to be be- 
hindhand in the matter of introducing bills. Bo 
long as he is in Congress, Chicago may rely upon 
being fully represented in this regard. His 
latest effort at bill-drawing is in the way of re- 
forming thé currency by compelling the Nation- 
al Banks to board all the interest they draw on 
their bonds till they shall bavea gold regerve 
equal to one-third of their circulation ; force the 
Government to hoard gold at the rate of 616, 
000,000 annually uilthe gold in the Treasury 
shali equal one-third of the outstanding Govern- 
ment notes; and, finally, to issue legal-tender 
notes in place of National Bank notes retired 
whenever the whole issue does not exceed the 
amount in circulation Jan. 3. 1878. We fear that 
tnis is merely a provision for substituting green- 
backs for Natioual Bank notes, since the Nat. on- 
al Banks would retire, under these new restric- 
tions, all the currency they can; and, as Mr. 
Haragison ignores the danger of having a large 
amount of gold in the Treasury while there is a 
Democratic Congress in Washington, we hope 
his bill will never come back from the Commiut- 
tee to which it was promptly consigned.
